Livingston, Mont., July 11, 1916. 


—Could I but stand before the man 
who first crossed the American conti- 
nent, I would take off my hat to him 
and bow low, for he must indeed 
have been a sticker from away up 
the jreek. 
It is a long, hot, dusty 


and, in places, muddy trip even in 
an automobile, and by ox team it 
was surely something to tell your 
grandchildren about. 


We found Minnesota under water, 


in places about ten inches deep, and 
in others not quite so much. I 
talked to a young farmer in Minne- 
sota, quite an intelligent young fel- 
lew, and he told me that five inches 
of water had fallen the night before 
inside of an hour. I would have been 
inclined to doubt the statement had 
it not been for the fact that the evi- 
dence was before us. In many places 
the water reached from field to field 
and covered the road to a depth'of 
ten inches or more. In other places 
it was not so deep, and we ploughed 
along for miles over roads that were 
calculated to give one an Idea that 
Minnesota was a very wet state. 


When they have rain over in that 


country it Is not like it is in Wiscon- 
sin, 
for there are no creeks to carry 


o the water, and the result is that It 
has to soak into the ground. Our 
salvation was the fact that the heavy 
rain had come only the night before, 
as after it has stood for a day or two 
the teams and autos cut into the road 
and make it so deep that It is impos- 
sible to get through. 


In South Dakota tney had also had 


plenty of rain; much more than they 
are used to having, so that the roads 
were in poor shape, and they could 
do nothing to help them. They take 
pretty good care of their roads, both 
in Minnesota and South Dakota, but 
they do not expect such wet weather 
as has prevailed this spring, and the 
result was that it was pretty tough 
sledding.

For many miles we ran along the 


state line between North, and South 
Dakota.

The hos- 
pital will be erected directly north of 
the present structure, thus the old 
building will be used right along 
during the construction of the iiew 
one. The building will be construct- 
ed of concrete blocks and veneered 
with brick, the plans having bean 
drawn by A .P. Billmyre, and will 
have a frontage of 75 feet and a 
depth o£ 81 feet. Through the fore- 
sight of the directors the stone was 
hauled last winter, when it, was 
easily done, and is now 
on 
the 


ground ready whenever the masons 
are. 
It will be two stories with a 


basement, 
and 
when 
completed 


should be as modern and as efficient 
as the best of them. The directors 
are not going into the matter blind, 
having been 'looking over hospitals 
during the last six months, talking to 
designers, superintendents and, in 
fact, most everyone who is informed 
on matters of this kind, and aro now 
equipped to go ahead with the mat- 
ter in an intelligent manner.

—Could I but stand before the man 
who first crossed the American conti- 
nent, I would take oft my hat to him 
and bow low, for he must indeed 
have been a sticker from away up 
the greek. 
It is a long, hot, dusty 


and, in places, muddy trip even in 
an automobile, and by ox team it 
was surely something to tell your 
grandchildren about. 


We found Minnesota under water, 


in places about ten inches deep, and 
in others not quite so much. 
I 


talked to a young farmer in Minne- 
sota, quite an intelligent young fel- 
lew, and he told me that five inches 
of water had fallen the night before 
inside of an hour. I would have been 
inclined to doubt the statement had 
it not been for the fact that the evi- 
dence was before us. In many places 
the water reached from field to field 
and covered the road to a depth'of 
ten inches or more. 
In other places 


it was not so deep, and we ploughed 
along for miles over roads that were 
calculated to give one an idea that 
Minnesota was a very wet state. 


When they have rain over In that 


country it is not 'like it is in Wiscon- 
sin, for there are no creeks to carry 
o the water, and the result is that It 
has to soak into the ground. 
Our 


salvation was the fact that the heavy 
rain had come only the night before, 
as after it has stood for a day or two 
the teams and autos cut into the road 
and make it so deep that it is impos- 
sible to get through. 


In South Dakota tney had also had 


plenty of rain; much more than they 
are used to having, so that the roads 
were in poor shape, and they could 
do nothing to help them. They take 
pretty good care of their roads, both 
in Minnesota and South Dakota, but 
they do not expect such wet weather 
as has prevailed this spring, and the 
result was that it was pretty tough 
sledding. 


We meet many Wisconsin people 


in our travels, and the woman who 
ran the boarding house in Marvin,

only instead of appropriating

Craft Beats British Blockade and All 


Submersible Records—Chased 800 


Miles by Enemy Warships. 


Baltimore, Md., July 11. — The 


German 
merchant 
supersubmarlne 


Deutschland has arrived in Chesa- 
peake bay. 


The boat carries no passengers. Her 


cargo consists of 250 tons of dyestuifs 
and chemicals. 


The diver also carries a message 


from Emperor William to President 
Wilson and a large amount of mall, 
and is to carry buck home a similar 
amount of nickel and crude rubber, 
sorely needed by the German army. 


She is commanded by Captain Ko- 


nig and has a crew of 29 men. Both 
captain and crew are drawn from the 
German merchant fleet and not from 
the navy. The craft is unarmed and 
is being treated by the United States 
like any other merchant ship. 


It is said that she submerged when- 


ever she saw any vessel, on the chance 
that it might be a warship. The Eng- 
lish government was not among those 
who regarded the transatlantic sub- 
mersible as a joke, and the report is 
that the Deutschland was chased for 
30 hours by English and French war- 
ships. She submerged and eluded them 
by traveling out of her course SOO 
miles. 


Because she was forced to make this 


detour she has the record for subma- 
rine distance travel. 


Washington, July 13. — On the 


strength of advice from navy experts' 
who inspected the Deutschland on 
Tuesday at Baltimore, the treasury de- 
partment informed the state depart- 
ment that the German merchant sub- 
marine is an unarmed freight carrier 
which could not be converted for of- 
fensive use without "extensive struc- 
tural changes."

Wilson delivered uri address at the 
world's salesmanship congress here 
on Monday. 
He urged that business 


men carry justice and fair dealing 
into the ports of the 
world, par- 


ticularly those of Mexico, und thereby 
establish confidence iu American prin- 
ciples. His efforts, he declared, will 
he to serve all America by serving 
Mexico herself for her best interests 
without using force, uot to serve the 
1'ew "gentlemen" who wish to exploit 
Mexican possessions. 


When the president asked the crowd 


what it desired at the end of all the 
present world troubles, it shouted 
"Peace" in one voice and then he add- 
ed that his wish was "permanent 
pence." 


"I hear some men sny," he said, 


"that they want to help Mexico, und 
the way they propose to help her is 
to overwhelm her with force. 
That 


is the wrong way as well as the long 
way. 


"After fighting them you would have 


u nation full of justified suspicion. 
Thus you would not help them. 1'ou 
would shut .every door against you. 


"What makes Mexico suspicious is 


that she thinks we do not want to 
serve, but possess her. And she lias 
justification for these suspicions in 
the way some gentlemen have sought 
to .exploit her possessions. 


"I will not serve those gentlemen, 


lint I will serve all Americans by try- 
ing to serve Mexico, herself. 


"The way to establish ..our sover- 


eignty is to respect hers." 


Mr. Wilson declared that the mer- 


chant marine which some are "so slow 
in giving us" will be a great help to 
the business interests of the United 
States.

Measure for the Raising of $197,000, 


000, 
Passed by House, Goes 
to Upper Body. 


Washington, July 12.—The adminis- 


tration's 
$197,000,000 
revenue 
bill, 


passed by the house, is now in the 
senate. 
The house vote was 240 to 


140, 34 Republicans and five Progres 
sive Ilepublicans voting with the Dem 
ocrats for the bill. 


The mdasure would repeal existing 


stamp taxes and put new taxes on in- 
comes, inheritances and war munition 
profits. It also would create a tariff 
commission, lay a protective tariff on 
dyestuffs, und prevent dumping by for- 
eign trade in this country after .the 
European war. 


The senate will have to consider 


several amendments incorporated, re- 
gardless of Democratic leaders' oppo- 
sition, before the bill passed the house. 
These would eliminate the proposed 
tax of $1 for each $1,000 of bunk cap- 
ital, surplus and -undivided profits, re- 
duce the salaries of the five members 
of the tariff commission from $10,000 
to $7,500 annually, and allow $300,000 
to the commission for the first year 
only instead of appropriating that 
sum yearly for tin indefinite period.

Watts had gained immense reputa- 


tion among the criminal element by 
an achievement of earlier date 
He 


uas wanted on a charge of criminal 
assault, and the sheriff and a posse of 
seventeen men.

and surrounded tbe house 
The sher- 


uT and one of his aides rapped on the 
door, which was opened by Watt's 
mother, of whom the sheriff made the 
demand that Watts surrender 


Before she could answer Watts ap- 


peared in tho doorway with a Colt 
n.ivy revolver in either hand and two 
more in his belt.

counted your men as they surrounded 
the house 
There are 
eighteen of 


vou, and I want to say to you that I 
have got twenty-four shots right here 
I know all of you fellows, and you 
know as well as your men know that 
! never miss a mark that I shoot at

at once, and I will not bother Brook- 
ville again, unless vou or anj of your 
men attempt to stop me 
If jou do I 


will kill every man of you and will

With that he brushed tho sheriff 


aside sprang forward, ran to a gate

coward," said Watts. "If ever I get 
my eyes on him I'll kill him on sight.

Well, I was thinking 
of just jumping forward and taking 
that gun away from you." 


"Why didn't you do it?" I asked. 
"I thought you'd shoot," said Watts. 
"I guess you were right," I answered 


with a nod. 


Suddenly Watts began to cry like a 


child. "Well, I am glad you got me," 
he sobbed, "for I have never had an 
hour's peace or rest since that night 
at Catholicsburg, Ky. Now I am go- 
ing to tell you all about myself and 
my companions since I left Brook- 
ville " 


On arriving at that place 
Wess 


Watts insisted on making a full con- 
fession in the presence of the sheriff, 
the prosecuting attorney and myself. 
It ran as follows: 


"Left Brookville, June 20, 1874, for 


Parkers Landing. Got a boat there 
and went down the river. My father, 
James Watts, traded a gun for the 
boat. We built a shanty on the boat 
as we proceeded down the river. The 
names of the parties on the boat 
were. 
Charles Peach, Oliver Brooks, 


James Watts, J. W. Watts, Sarah M. 
Watts and Myrta Watts. There was 
no difficulty on the boat until we ar- 
rived at a point near Ironton, Ohio. 
We got a woman by the name of 
Fanny Rose on board the boat, and 
from there down to Maysville there 
seemed to be some trouble between 
Oliver Brooks and Ja.raes Watts, my 
father, about Fanny Rose, the girl 
above named. 
My father had been 


talking of turning state's evidence, 
and on Sunday, the 6th of September, 
1874, 
he took an axe and cut a hole 


in the bottom of the boat. I remon- 
strat--d with him and he was going to 
strike me with the axe. The water 
began filling the boat, which neces- 
sitated our landing. On the night of 
the 6th of September, 1874, Oliver 
Brooks shot James Watts, killing him 


fear and did not go into the shanty 
on the boat where James Watts and 
Oliver Brooks were ' During this Sun- 
day afternoon 
Oliver Brooks and 


James Watts had some difficulty, and 
Brooks told us all, 
except 
James 


Watts, that he would shoot James 
Watts 


"I am here to tell the whole truth, 


and want to keep nothing back. My 
father stole nothing, but he did help 
conceal what the rest of us stole. 


"After he was shot, and when I 


came up, either Brooks and Peach, 
or Brooks and Alston, were gathering 
up stones on the bank and carrying 
them into the shanty on the boat 
where my father was lying, and I 
suppose they were taking them in to 
tie around his neck to sink him in the 
river, from what they said befoie the 
deed was committed. After they got 
everything fixed up I heard them put- 
ting my father into a skiff and rowing 
out into the river, and I heard them 
putting him 
overboard. 
They used 


sixty or eighty feet of half-inch rope to 
tie the stones to him, judging from the 
amount that was gone from the boat. 


After they took my father out into 


the river and threw him in, Oliver 
Brooks said he felt just as well as he 
did before he committed the deed, and 
better, too. After this there was no 
more conversation about it in my 
presence, as I would not listen to 
them nor permit them to talk to me 
about it. I did not go into the room 
where he was killed for five or six 
weeks. It was my rifle that he shot 
him with and it was the best rifle I 
ever saw or used, but after Brooks 
used it to shoot my father 'I never 
shot out o! it or looked into the 
muzzle of it but what I saw blood, 
or thought I saw blood in it 
Other 


persons saw blood in the muzzle of 
the gun after shooting it. I showed 
it to them without giving them any 
other information. There was an un-' 
derstanding and mutual agreement be- 
tween us that we were never to say 
anything about the killing of James 
Watts. We pushed the boat off that 
evening, after my father had been 
killed and thrown into the river, and 
went on down stream, following our 
usual avocation of stealing, etc., and 
we did not stop permanently until we 
got to Paducah, Ky. At Paducah all 
the males in our party were arrested 
on the Illmoia side by Marshal Geary 
of Paducah, Frank Farland, Wood 
Morrow and Bill Green, on a charge 
of 
general 
larceny 
committed at, 


Buddsville, Ky. We were tried, con- 
victed and sent to the penitentiary 
at Frankfort, Ky. I got three years, 
Oliver Brooks got two years and nine 
months, Pete Alston got one year and 
six months and Charlie Peach got 
three years. Brooks 
got pardoned 


through his wife on the 14th of May 
or June, 1875, and I got pardoned on 
the 7th of July, 1875. 


"Brooks and his wife got Peach par- 


doned. Brook's wife, as I understand 
it, had illicit relations with the son 


ever, the sheriff appeared without his 
prisoner and informed the judge that 
he had been unable to induce Watts 
to leave his cell, and that Watts had 
snid he would kill any person who at- 
tempted to take him into court. 


The jail was an old-fashioned stone 


one, 
and the doors leading into the 


cells were only about two and ona- 
half feet wide and four 
feet high, 


therefore a person above four feet in 
height was obliged to stoop on enter- 
ing or leaving 
There was an old- 


fashioned wooden bedstead in eacn 
cell and Watts had torn his bedstead 
to pieces that morning and had taken 
off one of its legs, which was about 
three feet long 
and 
four" inches 


square and of heavy hardwood. 
He 


was a powerful man and had declared 
his intention of killing any person 
attempting to enter his cell. 
He 


defied the sheriff or any of his officers 
to enter. 


After the judge had listened to the 


sheriff's report he summoned me to 
him.

He was 
obliged to stoop to make his exit, and 
as he did Smith felled him uncon- 
scious with the axe handle. In a few 
minutes he was restored to conscious- 
ness and remained perfectly tract- 
able. 


Watts showed no further signs of 


obduracy from that moment until he 
was laaded 
safely 
in 
the 
state 


prison at Allegheny for a long term.

ing when I arrested Watts at Shaw- 
neetown I had no intention of ar- 
resting him, as the sheriff had re- 
tained the papers when he pretended 
to be taken ill at St. Louis. The ter- 
rible reputation of the man rendered 
him almost secure except against a 
multitude. 
My curiosity to see the 


notorious bandit drew me to the shop 
and, seeing that Watts was unarmed, 
it occurred to me that a more favor- 
able opportunity to arrest him would 
never occur. 
Acting upon this in* 


pulse I secured him.

We built a. shanty on the boat 


as we proceeded down the river. The 
names of the parties on the boat 
were: 
Charles Peach. Oliver Brooks. 


James Watts, J. W. Watts, Sarah M. 
Watts and Myrta Watts. There was 
no difficulty on the boat until we ar- 
rived at a point near Ironton, Ohio. 
We got a woman by the name of 
Fanny Rose on board the boat, and 
from there down to Maysville there 
seemed to be some trouble between 
Oliver Brooks and Ja,mes Watts, my 
father, about Fanny Rose, .the girl 
above named. 
My father had been 


talking of turning state's evidence, 
and on Sunday, the 6th of September, 
1S74, he took an axe and cut a hole 
in the bottom of the boat. 
I remon- 


strated with him and he was going to 
strike me with the axe. 
The water 


began filling the boat, which neces- 
sitated our landing. On the night o£ 
the 
Gth of September, 1874, Oliver 


almost instantly, for threatening to 
turn state's evidence, concerning what 
had been stolen during our trip down 
the river by the male portion of the 
ang on the boat. James Watts stole 


nothing himself. He only lived a few 
minutes after Brooks shot him. I was 
on another boat about sixty 
yards 


above the one James Watts was on.. 
I knew that Oliver Brooks was go- 
ng to shoot my father and it made 
me very nervous. 
It made me sick 


nd I laid down. I got up and started 


down to tell my father -when I heard 


gun shot, but having an idea of 


what had occurred I was very much 
'rightened and was very weak through 
'ear and did not go into the shanty 
on the boat where James Watts and 
Oliver Brooks were. During this Sun- 
day afternoon 
Oliver 
Brooks 
and 


ames Watts had some difficulty, and 
Brooks told us all, 
except 
James 


.Vatts, that he would shoot James 
»Vatts. 


"I am here to tell the whole truth, 


ind want to keep nothing back. My 
ather stole nothing, but he did help 
conceal what the rest of us stole. 


"After he was shot, and when I 


came up, either Brooks and Peach, 
or Brooks and Alston, were gathering 
up stones on the bank and carrying 
them into the shanty on the boat 
where my father was lying, and I 
suppose they were taking them in to 
tie around his neck to sink him in the 
river, from what they said hefore the 
deed was committed. After they got 
everything fixed up I heard them put- 
ting my father into a skiff and rowing 
out into the river, and I heard them 
putting him 
overheard. 
They used 


sixty or eighty feet of half-inch rope to 
Lie the stones to him, judging from the 
amount that was gone from the boat. 


After they took my father out into 


the river and threw 
him in, Oliver 


Brooks said he felt just as well as he 
did before he committed the deed, and 
better, too. 
After this there was no 


more conversation about it in my 
presence, as I would not listen to 
them nor permit them to talk to me 
about it. I did not go into the room 
where he was killed for five or six 
weeks. It was my rifle that he shot 
him with and it was the best rifle I 
ever saw or used, but after Brooks 
used it to shoot my father "l never 
shot out of it or looked into the 
muzzle of it but what I saw blood, 
or thought I saw blood in it. 
Other 


persons saw blood in the muzzle of 
the gun after shooting it. 
I showed 


it to them without giving them any 
other information. 
There was an un- 


derstanding and mutual agreement be- 
tween us that we were never to say 
anything ahout the killing of James 
Watts. We pushed the boat off that 
evening,, after my father had been 
killed and thrown into the river, and 
went on down stream, following our 
usual avocation of stealing, etc., and 
we did not stop permanently until we 
got to Paducah, Ky. At Paducah all 
the males in our party were arrested 
on the Illinois side by Marshal Geary 
of Paducah, Frank Farland, Wood 
Morrow and Bill Green, on a charge 
of 
general 
larceny 
committed 
at 


Buddsville, Ky. We were tried, con- ' 
victed and sent to the penitentiary 
at Frankfort, Ky. I got three years, 
Oliver Brooks got two years and nine 
months, Pete Alston got one year and 
six months and Charlie Peach got 
three years. 
Brooks 
got 
pardoned 


through his wife on the 14th of May 
or June, 1875, and I got pardoned on 
the 7th of July. 1875. 


"Brooks and his wife got Peach par- 


doned. Brook's wife, as I understand 
it, had illicit relations with the son 
of the governor 
of 
Kentucky and 


through the influence of the son on 
his father Peach was pardoned. My 
wife got Governor King to write Gov- 
ernor Leslis, then acting governor of 
Kentucky, and through his interces- 
sion I was pardoned. 
After Brooks 


was pardoned he stayed until Peach 
and I got out. As soon as I got out 
I started for or back to Paducah, Ky., 
and left Brooks and Peach in Frank- 
fort. 
I left there on the 7th day of 


July, 1875, and have never seen any

Watts made the above 
statement 


with a view to shielding himself as 
much as possible. 
He himself killed 


his father, it was believed, and Mrs. 
Brooks so testified. 


The Watts trial aroused a great deal 


of interest and people flocked from 
far and near to see the famous ban- 
dit. When the trial was called, how- 
ever, the sheriff appeared without his 
prisoner and informed the judge that 
he had been unable to induce Watts 
to leave his cell, and that Watts had 
said he would kill uny person who at- 
tempted to take him into court. 


The jail was an old-fashioned stone 


one, and the doors leading into the 
cells were only about two and one- 
half feet wide and four 
feet high, 


therefore a person above four feet in 
height was obliged to stoop on enter- 
ing or leaving. 
There was an old- 


fashioned wooden 
bedstead in eacn 


cell and Watts had torn his bedstead 
to pieces that morning and had taken 
oft one of its legs, which was about 
three feet long 
and 
four ' inches 


square and of heavy hardwood. 
He 


was a powerful man and had declared 
hi.s intention of killing any person 
attempting to enter his cell. 
He 


defied the sheriff or any of his officers 
to enter. 


After the judge had listened to the 


sheriff's report he summoned me to 
him. 


"Mr. Furlong," he said, "you arrest- 


ed this man in Illinois and brought 
him to Brookville. 
Now I deputize 


you to go to the jail and bring in 
Wess Watts, the prisoner, to this bar 
as soon as possible." 


I found the prisoner standing In 


the center of his cell armed with his 
big club. I tried in vain to induce him 
to accompany me to the courtroom. 
Finally I turned to the sheriff. 


"How long will it take you to heat 


a few gallons of water to a. boil?" I 
asked in a. low tone. 


There was a quantity of boiling wa- 


ter on hand In the kitchen. 
A tin 


wash-boiler 
was secured and about 


five gallons were put into it. 
The 


boiler of water was carried to the 
door of Watts' cell. 
A big, 
burley 


deputy sheriff named Clover Smith 
was armed with an axe handle and 
placed at one side of the cell door, 
while I stood at the other, and, dip- 
ping up a. dipper full of the boiling 
water I threw the contents at Watts, 
striking him on the breast Two more 
dippers full followed, and with a yell 
Watts sprang for the door. 
He was 


Dbliged to stoop to make his exit, and 
as he did Smith felled him uncon- 
scious with the axe handle. 
In a few 


minutes he was restored to conscious- 
ness and remained 
perfectly tract- 


able. 
Watts showed no further signs of 


obduracy from that moment until he 
was la«ded 
safely 
in 
the 
state 


prison at Allegheny for s. long term. 


It may he added that on the morn- 


ing when I arrested Watts at Shaw- 
neetown I had no intention of ar- 
resting him, as the sheriff had re- 
tained the papers when he pretended 
to be taken ill at St. Louis. The ter- 
rible reputation of the man rendered 
him almost secure except against a 
multitude. 
My curiosity to see the 


notorious bandit drew me to the shop 
and, seeing that Watts was unarmed, 
it occurred to me that a more favor- 
able opportunity to arrest him would 
never occur. 
Acting upon this im- 


pulse I secured him.

Jialliir a leiuarkable statement for a college 


president to make concerning a college student, 
jet linidly more remarkable than the institution 
which the student is attending—Blackburn col- 
lege at Carhuville, 111. 


Klackburn, as a matter of fact, occupies a posi- 


tion unique among Institution'; of learning in this 
country. 
iNo other college, perhaps, is conducted 


along exactly the same lines. Its aim is to train 
jouug men to be cot only scientific, but practical 
farmeis, inculcating in them at the same time a 
love of the soil, and to make of girls and young 
women practical housewives, who will be able to 
cook and sew, and to take care of a home. Also, 
and this Is where the unique feature comes In, it is 
conducted upon a plan of self-help, whereby young 
men and women of the most limited means are af- 
forded an opportunity to avail themselves of a 
standard college education. 


The plan has been tried only a year, but during 


this period it has proved so successful, literally 
knocking the high cost of living all to pieces, that 
the great problem next fall will be what to do with 
the students. 


The charges for the year at Blackburn have 


been placed at SHIM, und throe hours' work per 
day at Mime ort of manual labor. This pavs for 
a furnished room with steam heat and electric 
light, board and tuition. 


The first thing one is likely to say on hearing 


this is, "It's too cheap; it can't bo done." 
That 


was exactly what the college trustees said when, 
after calling Dr. William M. Hudson to the presi- 
dency, they listened to his revolutionary scheme 
for rejuvenating Blackburn. 


But Doctor Hudson had some convincing figures 


out of his past experience. He was optimistic and 
persistent. 
So finally the trustees agreed they 


might as well try it for a year. "It may blow us 
up," they said, "but better that than rotting down. 
At any rate, an explosion will attract more atten- 
tion." 


It w-as nearing the noon hour when I reached 


the little group of college buildings nestling in a 
grove of fine old elm and oak trees on the outskirts 
of Carlinville, and the president suggested that 
we would better go down and see the girls getting 
dinner. 


Here was something new. In the present age, 


when the average college girl spends a goodly por- 
tion of her time In social amenities and athletics, 
the idea of students preparing their own meals 
was decidedly novel. Yet there they were, a dozen 
of them, in school dresses covered with long 
white aprons, busily engaged in preparing a menu 
which had been written on a blackboard In the 
kitchen—a kitchen, by the way, as immaculate as 
the most exacting housewife could desire. 


This combination of earning and learning Is one 


of the unique features of Doctor Hudson's plan. 
The young women get the theory of domestic 
science in the classroom and then put it into prac- 
tice in the kitchen. They do nil the cooking, with 
the exception of a certain amount of help from 
some of the young men students. That they also 
do It scientifically and well was attested by the 
meal that followed a little later. This meal con- 
sisted of cream of tomato soup, roast beef, baked 
potatoes, creamed celery, bread and butter, tapi- 
oca and cake, and there was an abundance of each. 


I made bold to ask if dinners like that were 


*erved every day. 


"Certainly," replied Doctor Hudson. "It's not a 


risitor's menu by any means. We didn't know you 
n-ere coming, and if we had we would have gone 
llong just the same." 


"And the cost?" I inquired. 
For answer Doctor Hudson beckoned to Miss 


?parks, the capable head of the domestic science 
department, who not only teaches the subject, but 
plans the various meals and figures down the cost 


a quarter of a ceut, not even omitting such small 


things ns the flour fn the gravy and the salt in the 
potatoes, and repented my query. 


'The cost per capita for the materials," said 


Sparks, "wan a fraction under eight cents." 


By *vay of making the lesson more impressive, she 
add»d that the orUy other expense, since the stu- 
dents do all the rtoking and serving, was for the 
:nel consumed in the range, an amount so small 
that it could hardly be figured out as so much per 


capita. Breakfasts and suppers usually cost less 
than the dinneis, the average for the three meals 
per day being 21 cents. 


Having no help to pay or to feed, important 


items in figuring up the cost of serving food in 
most colleges has played an important part in this 
economical showing. The self-help plan not only 
cuts down expenses, but gives the young women 
such a practical course in domestic science—part 
of the laboratory work is to prepare each week 
four new dishes in sufficient quantities to feed all 
the people in the dining hall—that they will be 
benefited 
by it all their lives. 
They not only 


study domestic science, but do all of the work in 
their own looms, the laundiy work, etc., aud at 
the end of four jean, they will come out able, and, 
it is expected willing, to do anything and solve 
any pinblem that is likely to confront a woman in 
the home. 


The president led the way to a window from 


which was visible a fine rolling stretch of farm- 
land, part of vvlu'eh was ready for the planter. This 
rs the college farm, consisting of SO acres. Next 
fall the students will be fed from the product of 
that fuim. 
Some of it, of course, will be ted to 


The cows, but they will produce milk for the col- 
lege commons; some of it will be fed to the pigs, 
but they will be growing into meat all the time; 
and some of it will go directly to the kitchen. In 
this way the young men supplement the work of 
the young women. They produce what is cooked, 
and are learning to be practical as well as theo- 
retical farmers. 


All of the farm buildings are put up by the 


students under the direction of the farm superin- 
tendent. They recently completed a poultry nouse 
which is a model of its kind. A huge barn and 
silo are soon to be started. As Doctor Hudson re- 
marked, those boys are likely to be much better 
farmers than their fathers. 


Another unique feature at Blackburn is that the 


students know as little of the cost of high living 
as they do of the high cost of living. The college 
puts a ban on smoking, drinking, and the other 
evils commonly found in the youth vorld. A boy 
must keep himself clean, if he be.ongs to the 
Blackburn college community. 


Two particularly interesting students are for- 


eigners, a bright-eyed little Jap and a curly-haired 
Persian. The Japanese student came to America 
to get an education, believing that all one needs to 
do is just to come here and after that everything 
is free. But he was disappointed in his dreams. 
He had planned to spend three years here and 
then go home to found a little school on the fun- 
damental principles of Christianity. A friend in 
Japan had said that he would furnish the money 
as soon as the young man finished his education. 
So he tried a large state university. 
They were 


very sorry, but they had so many American boys, 
and then he knew nothing about our language or 
customs. They didn't see how they could do any- 
thing for him. Then he went to a large endowed 
university, and the story was the same. Finally 
he heard of Blackburn and went there. The presi- 
dent asked him what he could do, and he said he 
believed he could cook. So he was put in the 
kitchen and he works there three hours a day, as- 
sisting the young women. 


The other boy came all the way from Persia, 


with the same exalted notion of opportunity In 
America. He had received a little training in a ] 
hospital, but he wanted to be a real doctor and go 
home to his people as a medical missionary. 
He 


spent 14 months looking for a college that he 
could afford. A Persian doctor in Chicago directed 
him to Blackburn and he went right along and has 
made a fine record. He is the head of the sweep- 
ing force, 


The students at Blackburn all work—three 


hours a day. 
All pay the same and work the 


same. It is a communism. 
They don't pay so 


much per hour as most colleges do, but each stu- 


dent works the same time :m< 
pays the same amount. The) 
don't pay him; he pays th 
college. 
He does not vvor! 


for himself, but for the col 
lege 
They believe, at Black 


burn, th:ir yfter young men 
and young women have spen 
four years working for the 
college, they will be better 
fitted for citizenship than I 
they had spent those yenre 
working for themselves. 


"There \s u lot more to ou 


plan," said Doctor Hudson 
"than 
ju^t 
helping 
young 


people to get thiougli collegi 
who would not othciwise ge 
there on account of the ex 
pense, but they are all s 
issues. That is our main ob- 
ject. We are looking out to 
the young men and the youn; 


women the other colleges have passed by, the grea 
class of young people who are willing enough to 
work and hungry enough for an education to do 
almost anything to get it, if they ouly knew how 
to set about it. It is not our purpose to help anj 
student who ought to help himself, but simply to 
provide the means whereby he may secure nn edu 
cation when otherwise it would be impossible. 


"We are especially interested in the young wom 


en. It's a stiff proposition for a young man to gc 
away from home to get his living and his educa 
tion at the same time, but it's almost impossible 
for his sister. That is why we are providing for 
the girls, too." 


\\ hile the fixed charge at Blackburn is $100, that 


of course, docs not provide for everything. It costs 
the college a hundred more for each student 
even after burldmgs have been provided. Tins It- 
made up out of the endowment aud the help that is 
recerved from time to time from generous friends 
of the cause.

f i a i h e r a remarkable statement for a college 


president to make concerning a college studc-iit, 
vet liMi'dly more remarkable than the institution 
which the student is attending—Blackburn col- 
lege at Carliuville, III. 


iiliii-khiirn, as a matter of fact, occupies a posi- 


tion unique among institutions of learning in this 


j country. 
No oilier college, perhaps, Is conducted 


along exactly the same lines, its aim is to train 
young men to be not only scientific, hut practical 
farmers, inculcating In them at tlie same time a 
love of the soil, and to make of girls and young 
women practical housewives, who will be able to 
cook and .sew, and to take care of a home. Also, 
and this Is where the unique feature conies in, it is 
conducted upon a plan of self-help, whereby young 
men and women of the most limited means are af- 
forded an opportunity to avail themselves of a 
standard college education. 


The plan has been tried only a year, hut during 


this period it has proved so successful, literally 
knocking the high cost of living all to pieces, that 
the great problem next fall will be what to do with 
tin; students. 
The charges for the year at Blackburn have 


been placed' at Slu<>, and three hours' work per 
dav at sumo sort of manual labor. This pays for 
a 'furnished room with steam heat and electric 
light, board and tuition. 


The first thing one is likely to say on hearing 


this is, "It's too cheap; it can't bo done." That 
was exactly what the college trustees sadd when, 
after calling Dr. William M. Hudson to die presi- 
dency, they listened to his revolutionary scheme 
for rejuvenating Blackburn. 


But'Doctor Hudson had some convincing figures 


out o.f his past experience. He was optimistic and 
persistent. 
Ko finally the trustees agreed they 


might as well try it for a year. "It may blow us 
up." they said, "but better that than rotting down. 
At'any rate, an explosion will attract more atten- 
tion." 
It was nearlng the noon hour when I reached 


the little group of. college buildings nestling in a 
grove of fine old elm and oak t.-ees on the outskirts 
of Carlinville, and tlie president suggested that 
we would bettor go down and see the girls getting 
dinner. 
Here was something new. 
In the present age, 


when the average college girl spends a goodly por- 
tion of her time in social amenities and athletics, 
the Idea of students preparing their own meals 
wns decidedly novel. Yet there they were, a dozen 
of them, In school dresses 
covered with 
long 


white aprons, busily engaged in preparing a menu 
which had been written on a blackboard In the 
kitchen—a kitchen, by the way, as immaculate as 
the most exacting housewife could desire. 


This combination of earning and learning Is one 


of the unique features of Doctor Hudson's plan. 
The young women get the theory of domestic 
science in the classroom and then put it into prac- 
tice in the kitchen. They do all the cooking, with 
the exception of a certain amount of help from 
some of the young men students. That they also 
do it sciratiAcally and well was attested by the 
meal that followed a little later. This meal con- 
sisted of cream of tomato soup, roast beef, baked 
potatoes, creamed celery, bread and butter, tapi- 
oca and cake, and there was an abundance of each. 


I made bold to ask If dinners like that were 


served every day. 


"Certainly," replied Doctor Hudson. "It's not a 


rlsitor's menu by any means. We didn't know you 
were coming, and if we had we would have gone 
•along just the same." 


"And 
the cost?" I inquired. 


For answer Doctor Hudson beckoned to Miss 


Sparks, the capable head of the domestic science 
lepartmcnt, who rot only teaches tlie subject, but 
plans the various nieals and figures down the cost 
l» a quarter of a cent, not even omitting such small 
things as the flour fn the gravy and the salt in the 
potatoes, and repented my query. 
''The cost per capita for the materials," said 


M\*s Sparks, "was a fraction under eight cents." 
By *vay of making the lesson more impressive, she 
addi>d "that the or-ly other expense, since the stu- 
dents do all the rooking and serving, was for the 
fuel consumed in the range, an amount so small 
that It could hardly be figured out as so much per 


capita. I'.reakfasis and suppers usually cost less 
than the dinners, the average for the three meals 
.per day being '21 cents. 


Having no help to pay or to feed, important 


items in figuring up the cost of serving food in 
most colleges, has played an important part in this 
economical showing. The self-help plan not only 
cuts down expenses, but gives the young women 
such a practical course in domestic science—part 
of the laboratory work is to prepare each week 
four new dishes in sufficient quantities to feed all 
the people in the dining hall—that they will be 
benefited 
by it all their lives. 
They not only 


study domestic science, but do all of the work in 
their own rooms, the laundry work, etc., and at 
the end of four years they will come out able, and, 
it is expected willing, to do anything and solve 
any problem that is likely to confront a woman in 
the home. 
The president led the way to a window from 


which was visible a fine rolling stretch of farm- 
land, part of wiuch WJIH ready for tlie planter. This 
Is the college farm, consisting of SO acres. Nest 
full the students will be fed from the product of 
that farm. 
Some of it, of course, will be fed to 


the cows, but they will .produce milk for the col- 
lege commons; some of it will be fed to the pigs, 
but they will be growing into meat all tlie time; 
and some of it will go directly, to the kitchen. In 
this way the young men supplement the work of 
the young women. They produce what is cooked, 
and "are learning to be practi-cal as well as theo- 
retical farmers. 


All of the farm buildings are put up by the 


students under the direction of the farm superin- 
tendent. They recently completed a poultry house 
which is a model of its kind. A huge barn and 
silo are soon to be started. As Doctor Hudson re- 
marked, those boys are likely to be much better 
farmers than their fathers. 


Another unique feature at Blackburn is that the 


students know as little of the cost of high living 
as they do of the high cost of living. The college 
puts a ban on smoking, drinking, and the other 
evils commonly found in the youth world. A boy 
must keep himself clean, if he belongs to the 
Blackburn college community. 


Two particularly interesting students are for- 


eigners, a bright-eyed little Jap nnd a curly-huired 
Persian. The Japanese student came to America 
to get an education, believing that all one needs to 
do is just to come here and after that everything 
is free. 
But he was disappointed in his dreams. 


He had planned to spend three years here and 
then go home to found a little school on the fun- 
damental principles of Christianity. A friend in 
-Japan had said that he would furnish the money 
as soon as the young man finished his education. 
So he tried a large state university. 
They were 


very sorry, but 'they had so many American boys, 
and then he knew nothing about our language or 
customs. They didn't see how they could do any- 
thing for htm. Then he went to a large endowed 
university, and tlie story was the same. Finally 
he heard of Blackburn and went there. The presi- 
dent asked him what he could do, and he said he 
believed he could cook.

to set about it. It is not our purpose to help any 
student who ought to help himself, but simply to 
provide the means whereby he may secure an edu- 
cation when otherwise it would be impossible. 


"We are especially interested in the young wom- 


en. It's a stiff proposition for a young man to go 
away from home to get his living and his educa- 
tion at the same time, but it's almost impossible 
for his sister. That is why we are providing for 
the girls, too."

It costs 
the college a hundred more for each student, 
even after buildings have been provided. This is 
made up out of tlie endowment aud the help that is 
received from time to time from generous friends 
of the cause.
